Town council passed the final 
tax rates for the town at its regu¬ 
lar council meeting Monday. 
It includes town, regional and 
education rates. The average 
residential assessment in the 
town ls $260,000. Ihe residential 
tax levy went up $26.61 after all 
the rates set by the three levels 
of government were pulled 
together It’s a 0.73% increase. 

Ward 3 Coun. John Durley 
pointed out the town’s portion 
is about 33%, Niagara Region’s 
48% and school rates set by the 
province rounded off to 9%. 

Referring to adjustments 
made during the government 
of Conservative premier Mike 
Harris, he said there has been 
little evidence of benefits from 
the downloading of provincial 
services in exchange for educa- 

Pelham’s total property 
assessment value is $1.8 billion 
with residential and farm, at $1.6 
billion, making up the bulk of it 

The town draws $8.6 million 
from Pelham taxpayers to oper¬ 
ate local services such as road 
maintenance, library services, 
firefighting, parks andrecreation 
services and administration. 

Niagara Region collects $12.6 
million from Pelham taxpay¬ 
ers to cover regional services 
including social services and 
roads, policing, water and sewer

In other council business, 
town council moved back to 
town hall for its first meeting in 
the new council chambers. For 
the past three months, the town 
met at Pelham Fire Station No. 

20 in Fonthill 
while the addition was put on 
town hall lb maik the occasion, 
Rev. Diane Walker of Pelham 
Community Church, chair of 
the Pelham Worship Leaders 
group representing 14 local 
churches, led the blessing of the 
new council chambers. 

For for the opening, Grace 
Lowes, Pelham resident and 
French immersion student at 
Princess Elizabeth school in 
Welland, led the singing of a 
bilingual version of the national 
anthem. Pelham is one of the 
few municipalities in the area to 
begin meetings with the singing 
of O Canada, said Mayor Dave 
Augustyn. 

The new council chamber 
addition includes offices for the 
mayor and chief administrative 
officer and their assistant.lt was 
a $380,000 project that included 
a $160,000 community adjust¬ 
ment grant from the federal gov¬ 
ernment Augustyn thank the 
federal government for making 
the addition possible. It still 
needed decorating touches such 
as pictures of former councils.

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SAFETY: Crossley students see ‘fatal’ collision unfold 


Mock devastation of drinking and driving

PELHAM — A damp grey, 
foggy morning provided a 
sombre setting for a mock 
crash demonstration at E.L. 
Crossley Secondary School. 

In the first such event in a 
number of years, drama stu¬ 
dents Philip Hering, Shane 
Vanhell, Emma Mann and 
Kelly Nori played the crash 
victims in gory makeup 
Friday. 

Their car, driven by Hering 
playing the role of a drunk 
driver, hit a tree in front of the 
high school. 

He staggered out, cursed his 
luck, panicked then ran away. 
Vanhell sat motionless in the 
front passenger seat, dead. In 
the back injured, Mann and 
Nori screamed in pain. 

The scene played out as 
Niagara Regional Police, 
Pelham firefighters, Niagara 
Emergency Measures Services 
and the coroner arrived to 
carry out their tasks. 

The NRP canine unit 
hunted down and arrested 
the driver. Firefighters put out 
a fire, provided first aid until 
paramedics take over then 
ripped open the car to assist 
in removing the victims. 

Mann yelled in fear and 
pain as she was lifted to a 
fracture board and stretcher. 
Nori required a special frac¬ 
ture suit before she could be 
taken out. 

With the injured out, the 
fatality victim remained 
covered. 

“We can't help the body 
now,” the police commenta- 

rolled up a stretcher with a 
body bag.

Rd. in 2002. He told the stu¬ 
dents of the sadness of seeing 
someone you coached buried 
in his game sweater. 

Later, Richards said young 
people understand the risks 
of drinking and driving much 
better than their parents did. 

"We just have to keep rein¬ 
forcing,” he said. 

The mock crash demon¬ 
stration was arranged by the 
school’s CARD — Crossley 
Advocates for Responsible 
Decisions — club. 

CARD members Jessica 
Minor, Lindsay Kis and Mary- 
Jane Wishart said they spent 
two years trying to attract the 
demonstration to Crossley.

Old debate on the table 

I—Pelham town council this week debated 
the number of councillors on regional 

It discussed a resolution from Fort Erie 
town council calling for a reduction in the 
number of regional councillors to 19 from 3. 

In the end, by a 4-3 vote Pelham council 
voted to support “a review of regional 
government reform in Niagara” with the 
Fort Erie option one for review. 

Supporting the motion were councillors 
Sharon Cook, John Durley, ]im Lane and 
Debbie Urbanowicz. Mayor Dave Augustyn, 
with councillors Peter Papp and Dave 
Emmons opposed a review. 

During the debate councillors reached 
back to past positions. 

Cook said the region and its lower-tier 
municipalities had about 100 politicians, 
which is too much for a region of430,000 
people. For regional council, she would 
favour one regional councillor from each of 
the 12 municipalities. 

Durley suggested taking the mayors off 
regional council They were elected to run 
their towns and cities, not the Region. 

Papp said he favoured reform that will 
result in better representation for residents 

Augustyn repeatedaposition he took at 
regional council Governance debates and 
reports have taken up too much time and 
resources. He stacked up a pile of regional 
government reports from the past 

oftoo many politicians lacks “nimbleness” 
to deal with problems effectively. 

The region will not debate the issue 
before the end of its term this year. It could 
come back during the next term. 

We see pressure to make councils smaller. 
The argument is it cuts costs and increases 
efficiency. 

I he argument over looks an experience 
quesbon. Ifwe have councils that are too 
small, where will future leaders gain political 
experience? Will they be shut out, election
